The canning process is quite inter- 


Apples are mostly put up in 
a gallon sized can. though a quart 
size is sometimes used.

The 
parings and core go in one direction 
into boxes for the cider press and the .

To get out and go ''down town" to 
meet others and perhaps ha\e to do 
some real work, is a proposition that 
will bear t h i n k i n g about and delaying. 


"There is no doubt that we are all 


getting on to the eight hour day sche- 
dule : we do like to be la/.y after the 
day's work is over. And some of us> 
hate to get into the limelight of e\eu 
the littie public of our village. 
We 


like to bee the pastor aud the lawyer, 
aud the justice, and the .store keeper 
aud the postmaster, get together and 
orgaime the village improvement as- 
sociation. or the board of trade aud we 
are usually willing to chip in aud help 
pay the ex pease. \Veare not averse 
to beiug members but we do not waiit 
to be put <>u auy of the working com- 
mittee*, or feel obliged to attend the 
meetings except the annual banquet, 
when we are willing to serve on the 
committee that welcomes the gover- 
nor aud sits with him at the head 
table. 


"But it is necessary that we do come

BATTLEFIELD COMMISSIONERS 


Named to Erect $150,000 Memorial 


Structure. 


The last Legislature created a new 


Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial Com- 
mission and Governor Stuart ou last 
Wednesday named the nine members 
of this commission, as follows : 
Gen. 


David McM. Gregg, of Heading; Gen. 
St. Clair A. Mulhollaud and Geueral 
Henry S. Huidekoper, of Philadel- 
phia ; Colonel K,. A. Irwui. of Cur- 
weusville ; ex-Senator Henry H.Cuui- 
iugs, of Tidioute. Captain E. L. Whit- 
tlesey, of Erie, ex-Judge Charles F. 
McKenna, of Pittsbnrg; Senator J. C. 
rfliueman, of South Fork, aud Senator 
Charles E. Quail, of Auburn. 


The Act of June 13, 1907, creating 


the new Gettysburg Battlefield Me- 
morial Commissiou of Pennsylvania 
provides that the Governor shall ap- 
point uiue citizens of the state, all of 
whom shall have served iu the Union 
Army in the War of the Uebelliou. 


This commission by the terms of 


the Act shall select a suitable site ou 
the Gettysburg Battlefield for the 
erection of a monument, or such other 
memorial structure astheComniL-siou 
shall determine, to commemorate the 
services of the soldiers of Pennsyl- 
vania it that battle. They shall have 
authority to select aud decide upon 
the design for the said monument or 
memorial structure, aud the material 
out of which it shall be constructed, 
and shall have full power to make 
contracts for its construction and the 
act carries an appropriation of £150.000 
for the erection of such monument or 
memorial structure. 


If the decision was left to the people 


of Getiyr-burir whether the Cominis- 
-=ion -hould erect a monument or me- 
morial .-truoture the almost 
uuaui- 


mou> vote would be for a memorial 
-iriK-ture and the site would be iu the 
borough of Gettysburg. The town of 
Gettysburg is as much a part of the 
Hnttlelield of Gettysburg as any part 
of the field, and if the site should be 
selected within the borough, thestiuc- 
ture would be according to the Act of 
Assembly, ou the Battlefield of Get- 
tysburg. 
~The title of the Act defines that the 
memorial structure is iu memory of 
the volunteer soldiers, sailors aud ma- 
rines from Pennsylvania who partici- 
pated in the Civil War. The memorial 
stru -lure should be the crowning act 
of the great state of Pennsylvania aud 
this could not be belter done than 
with a Memorial Hall built within the 
borough of Gettysburg, in which would 
lie preserved the records <if those vol- 
unteer soldiers, sailors and marine.* o) 
Pennsylvania, in which battle Mar- 
aud other trophie* could be preser\ed 
and in which battle memorials t«nil«! 
be placed. The structure could be 
turned o\er io llu* I'nited Slate- < ; « > \ - 
ernmenl for perpetual <-are aud safe 
kt 1-pin::.

There are plenty of opportunities 


for reform on "The Hill." without 
wailing for the court proceedings in 
the graft cnses. In fact Mr. Berry 
has just inaugurated a new line of 
Improvement in the public service. 
It isn't a matter of vast importance 
but it is a "straw" which Indicates 
the course and measures the velocity 
of the reform wind in official life. 
In tact you can sometimes get more 
information from small things than 
can be obtained from larger affairs. 
Thf smaller a crime the meaner it 
is at least some times. 


Public patronage is the currency 


used by professional politicians ;o 
bribe men to perform pjli icd (rimes. 
It was ''the 
mysterious influence 


which changed a minority into a ma- 
jority over night" in the convention 
which nominated 
Pennypacker for 


Governor in 1902. 
It was on ac- 


count of the potentiality of this force 
In that way that offices have been 
multiplied so rapidly in recent jears. 
The currupt State Highway Depart- 
ment is the spawn of that evil. The 
Bureau of Vital Statistics was creat- 
ed on that account and new and 
needless clerkships were authorized 
in all of the Departments in order 
to supply places for dependent politi- 
cians. 


This "thirst for place'' developed 


the evil which Mr. Berry has just 
attacked. It is an expedient to make 
one office satisfy two men. The plan 
is as simple as the practice is con- 
temptible. 
For example there is an 


office which pays $5 a day. A man 
in Pittsburg or Philadelphia or else- 
where is appointed to the place. He 
remains at home attending to his 
own affairs and employs a resident 
of Harrisburg to perform the work 
for say $2 a day. 
The appointee has 


a "pudding," The substitute enjoys a 
"snap." 
How Official Grafters Help the Party. 


Both these agents of the "system" 


work their relatives and friends for 
the party. 
Th<=> $2 a day man in 


Harrisburg who does the work has 
a large family, as a rale, and not 
too easy a time making ends meet. 
His relatives hust"'e to "hold his job." 
and the grocer and butcher and bak- 
er who serve him are interested. The 
$3 a day man elsewhere "toils not 
neither does he spin." but he chews 
the string of the pudding and en- 
joys the luxury of "easy money.
